Cleveland. O., April 15.—At 4 o'clock 
y e ste rd a y m orning Jo h n Sejhar, a Bo­ 
h em ian laborer, aged 28 years, shot and 
in sta n tly killed C arl Richter, aged 35, 
a n d fa ta lly w ounded A lbert Richter, 
ag ed 22, th e b ro th er of his first victim. 
T w o h o u rs late r 
the m u rd e re r 
w as 
fo u n d dead in a cell a t the C entral po­ 
lice station, where he h ad been tak en 
a f te r his arrest. T he shooting occurred 
a t No. 99 P o p lar street, C arl Richter, 
w ith his b ro th er A lbert an d his wife 
an d five children lived a t th a t num ber. 
S e jh a r lived in the re a r in a house 
ow ned by the Richters. 
All had been 
d rin k in g until early in the m orning, 
w hen S e jh a r s ta rte d to go, a n d a gen ­ 
eral q u arrel ensued. 
W h a t 
followed 
can only be guessed at. but S ejh ar evi­ 
d en tly opened fire on Carl R ich ter first. 
H e then shot 
A lbert 
R ichter, 
a fte r 
w hich he left the house, going to the 
hom e of his sister, a few blocks aw ay. 
T he police w ere notified an d followed 
th e m urderer, w ho w as a rrested as he 
w as leaving the house of his sister, 
w here he h ad hidden the revolver in a 1 
bed. 
T he prisoner w as placed in a cell by 
him self in an upper p a rt of the prison. 
An hour later, as an officer w as p a ssin g 
th e cell, he saw th e body of S ejh ar 
h an g in g from th e g ra tin g of the door. 
T he m u rd erer had hanged him self w ith 
one of his suspenders an d w as dead 
w hen discovered.

•house this week the arbitration bill, a

W ednesday, having practically no op­ 
position. will be pased without much 
discussion. An emergency clause is a t­ 
tached to it. and. if it Is hurried through 
the senate and secures the governor s 
signature, as its friends expect, its aid 
may be invoked at once in the settle­ 
m ent of the troubles in the coal fields 
which are threatened early in May.

committee bill

changes the code of civil procedure in 
courts of record. 
There appears to be 
no opposition to it. 
If the house follows the regularworder 
the bills on third reading will be taken 
up and a num ber of im portant measures 
will thus he put upon their 
passage.
